Signor Marco Panella, an 
Italian member of the uropean 
Parliament, is to go on “in- 
definite hunger strike” front 
August 1 to draw artention to 
the need for emergency aid to 
the world's starving millions, 

This was announced today at 
a press canference in London 
to launch a manifesto signed 
by 54 Nobel Prize winners, call- 
ing for a “naw political deter- 
xtination " t0 save the “ tens of 
millions of people on the point 
of dying from hunger and under- 
development.” 

The manifesto, origivally 
devised by Italian parbamen- 
tarians, now has wide-spread 
European suprcrt, and was 
raised during the Ottawa summit 
of Western nations last week.

A new revolution is 
unfolding in France
